Chairman Waller gives 
emotional speech to crowd 
at Bluestem 

With a swift signature by Principal Chief 
Geoffrey Standing Bear, the deal between 
the Osage Nation and Ted Turner was 
complete as the Bluestem Ranch was 
officially a part of the Osage homelands 
again. 

A ceremony was held under a large tent at 
the ranch, in which Osage Minerals Council 
Chairman Everett Waller gave a moving 
speech. Here are some of the main themes 
he touched on. 

“...(T)oday is a purchase of a property that 
all of our warriors died for... and we still 
called it home. Never forget what they did 
to get us here. 

“When we got here in the 1870s, it was 
our last move. My family and I are direct 
descendants of Wah-Tiah-Kah. He said that 
the Osage are going to have one home left, 
and this is it. 

“Wherever we go from there has got to be 
remembered of what kind of Osage it was, 
back then. You all are all descendants of 
that. When you bring that child into this 
world, you’re going to bring an Osage into 
this world. We put them away, sent them 
home, and then they go to Paradise with all 
of our people on that other side.

On September 3, a quiet Saturday 
morning in the town of Pawnee, Okla. was 
shattered by what was to be the largest 
quake ever felt in the State of Oklahoma. 

Emergency vehicles were summoned to 
several buildings downtown, as well as the 
Pawnee Nation, as the city’s mayor, Brad 
Sewell, addressed the media throughout 
the United States. The one major grocery 
store in the town of 2,300 had minor dam- 
age, but was up again, thanks to the assis- 
tance of many people, in about five hours. 

The 5.8 earthquake once again was 
brought the attention of the Oklahoma 
Corporation Commission, which would shut 
down several wells not only in Pawnee 
County, but to the Osage Reservation, 
which affects all shareholders. 

The Minerals Council has met with several 
people, including the Environmental 
Protection Agency, including Mr. Sam 
Coleman and Mr. Phil Dellinger from their 
office in Dallas, TX, which was held in our 
regular meeting held on September 16. 

Mr. Coleman said, “We recognize that the 
events of September 3 have really 
challenged some of our communication and 
want to really assure that we’re here to try 
to reestablish, as well as to improve in all 
areas that we can. We do know that those 
events in our work with the State of 
Oklahoma and our efforts to really try and 
provide a seamless response and work 
very close between the Minerals Council of 
the Osage Nation, the State of Oklahoma 
has been challenging and we’ve done a lot 
of work to try and improve that 
communication by working with the BIA and 
the others to get all of the parties together. 

Mr. Dellinger added, “We are setting up a 
database, SharePoint site on the website to 
put critical data as we pull this up on to 
share with our partners, and that we’re 
making good progress on that. We’re 
having to pull a lot of hard copy material 
from our files and that’s what’s, you know, 
the biggest time burden for us, right now, 
where we’ve made good progress on that. 
So, we expect to have this SharePoint site 
up where we can give you and other 
partners access to the key information for 
these wells that we’re looking at in this 
control zone. 

“We’ve been in contact with the 
operators. As you know, the control zone 
changed a little bit. It didn’t have much 
impact, in terms of the number of wells in 
our Osage County. It had more of an impact 
into the Oklahoma wells. We added a 
couple of wells, by the time it was all said 


and done. We had a total of 19 wells 
impacted in Osage County. 

“We have been looking at working with the 
operators to get the last month of August 
injection volume, so that we can implement 
these 25 per cent reduction in volume. We 
did get that information and we have 
spoken with all the operators and they have 
been very cooperative, and we followed 
that up with a letter that went out... to the 
operators. So, included in that letter was 
encouragement of contact us if (they) have 
questions or if (they) want to explore an 
alternative approach with us. We’re in the 
process of creating a map that shows the 
combined volumes for the month of August 
for both Osage lands and State lands in the 
entire control zone. We’ve got a draft of 
that, but we want to make sure the data that 
we use to do that are very closely checked, 
because we know that count will be of 
interest to many. 

“The control zone is... complicated 
because, what Oklahoma did was, they 
maintain parts of the original zone. But 
because of the aftershock data analysis, 
they realize that the fault that actually 
moved was trending almost 90 degrees to 
the original elongated zone. So, the overall 
zone became wider and if you look at a 
map of it, there’s a... ten-mile-in-radius- 
control zone away from the epicenter, 
actually, away from the fault that moved, 
and that’s the shut-in area, and there are 
five wells that we identified in that area on 
Osage lands, but not all five of those were 
operating. Beyond that ten-mile radius is a 
15-mile radius that is, instead of shutting in, 
they’re allowed to operate at 75% of what 
their volume was for the previous month, 
and that’s why we’ve been trying to acquire 
that data. So, that’s where most of the 14 of 
the 19 wells we identify are. So, we have 
been in communication with them to tell 
them that they can return to operation and 
ask them to hold it to 75%, for the time 
being, while we continue to gather and 
evaluate data on this complicated situation.” 

When asked about what fault that was, Mr. 
Dellinger replied, “That is what everybody’s 
calling the new fault. That’s the fault that 
they picked up on from the aftershocks, and 
the movement they believe is, I understand, 
it was along that fault. But it’s a complicated 
area, because you have multiple fault 
crossings very near where they had 
the epicenter.”

OMC LEGAL UPDATES 
Osage Regulations Status 

After Judge Frizzell imposed an injunction in favor 
of the Osage Minerals Council, barring 
implementation of the revised regulations for oil 
and gas leasing on the Osage Mineral Estate, 25 
C.F.R. part 226, the United States voluntarily 
agreed to remand the rules back to the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs. The Osage Mineral Estate is still 
being governed under the regulations as they 
existed prior to the negotiated rulemaking. The 
Bureau of Indian Affairs is currently reviewing the 
existing regulations and the OMC and the Osage 
Nation will be involved in any future revision of 
the regulations in accordance with the United 
States' consultation policy and trust responsibility. 

Osage Wind Litigation 

On September 30, 2015, Judge Payne of the 
United States Court for the Northern District of 
Oklahoma issued an Order & Opinion in the United 
States v. Osage Wind, et al. litigation that ruled 
against the United States and established bad 
precedent for the Osage Mineral Estate. The Osage 
Minerals Council was not a party in the District 
Court. The Osage Minerals Council appealed the 
merits decision and the decision denying the 
OMC's right to intervene in the District Court case 
to the Tenth Circuit Court of Appeals. The Tenth 
Circuit Court of Appeals held Oral Arguments on 
the appeals on November 16, 2016. The Tenth 
Circuit usually takes a few months to issue a ruling, 
so a decision in this case is expected around 
February 2017. 

NEPA Litigation 

There are currently two lawsuits pending in the 
United States Court for the Northern District of 
Oklahoma challenging the United States' 
compliance with the National Environmental Policy 
Act of 1969 ("NEPA") in regard to the United 
States' approval of leases and drilling permits for 
the Osage Mineral Estate. ( Donelson v. Devon 
Energy Prod. Co., et al., Case No. 14-cv-316-JHP- 
FFIM; Hayes v. Chaparral Energy, LLC, et al., Case 
No. 14-cv-495-GKF-PJC). Both cases were initiated 
by owners of surface land in Osage County. In 
both cases, the landowners have asked the Court 
to declare OMC's leases void. The Osage Minerals 
Council moved to intervene as a limited intervenor 
in both cases in order to file motions to dismiss for 
failure to join a required and indispensable party 
under the Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 19. 

In the Hayes case, the District Court granted the 
OMC's motion to intervene, but denied its motion 
to dismiss, and ultimately ruled in Flayes' favor on 
the merits of the case. The OMC has appealed this 
decision to the Tenth Circuit Court of Appeals and 
this litigation is ongoing. In the interim, Hayes has 
filed a new case in the United States Court for the 
Northern District of Oklahoma challenging the 
United States' decision to reissue the leases 
challenged in the case filed in 2014. 

In the Donelson case, the District Court dismissed 
the case, ruling in favor of the United States and 
the Producer Defendants, without ruling on the 
OMC's motion for limited intervention. Donelson 
has appealed that decision to the Tenth Circuit 
Court of Appeals.

“Bluestem” (cont’d. from Page 1) 

“...(Y)es, I’m the Chairman... but the main 
thing I’ve been is Osage. It’s the last thing 
we have left. When that drum plays that 
Standard Song, we created that in the 
1700’s. With this United States, we said 
we’d follow that Standard to the ends of the 
earth. 

“When we were up in St. Louis, we were 
tens of thousands. We held 900 million 
acres. All I could tell them is that we haven’t 
forgot you. Your children made choices for 
each and every young person you heard 
today. What it told them is that whatever you 
keep of your traditions will take you home in 
this next world. We made changes. We kept 
a society that kept us for ten thousand 
years. 

“I have served on five different 
governments. Every one of them has had 
this same thing. Save your people. Do 
something in your life that helps them. 

“The last comment is they say when you’ve 
had a child, your life ended. You dedicate to 
that child. From then on, that’s Osage. When 
you had that child and grandchildren, you 
turn to them. 

“In closing, I just want to tell you, it’s not an 
honor to me. I’m only a messenger. The 
greatest honor is that we made it. This was 
our last home. Wah-Tiah-Kah saw metal 
flying, and running on the ground, and he 
said this is our last home. We need to 
protect it, at all cost.”

Councilwoman Red Corn honored at

Osage Minerals Councilwoman Kathryn Red 
Corn was one of five Osage elders honored 
at this year’s 8 th AARP Oklahoma Indian 
Elder Honors. 

The event was hosted on October 10 in 
Oklahoma City at the National Cowboy and 
Western Heritage Museum. 

The AARP Oklahoma honors 50 Native 
American elders each year who are selected 
from a nomination process. This year more 
than 25 tribes will be represented at the 
honors. 

Among the honorees are traditional 
speakers, veterans, environmental activists, 
tribal leaders, tribal attorneys, cultural and 
spiritual leaders, physicians and storytellers. 

AARP Oklahoma has now recognized 400 
elders from all 39-federally recognized tribes 
and nations in Oklahoma since its inception in 
2009. It is the largest gathering of its kind in the 
state. 
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
